2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1, although spectrometric apparatus utilizing a wide variety 
of optical and electronic components in a variety of arrangements are known in the art (see for 
example Rabolt et al - US 6,784,428 B2; Hafeman et al - US 6,188,476; Wells et al - 
US 5,729018; Zachmann et al US- 5,510,619; Yamaguchi et al US 5,278,413; and 
Messerschmidt - US 4,712,912) the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a chemical 
imaging spectroscopic apparatus with the specifically recited elements and arrangement thereof 
The examiner notes that while all of the recited elements are generally known in the art, there is 
no motivation, absent hindsight reasoning, to combine the elements in the order suggested to 
arrive at the presently claimed invention. 

The remaining claims are allowed on the basis of their dependency.
